In late Aupust, in Gardelegen proper, there were 2,000 troops with 
180 mm mortars. An AA unit of 2,000 to 2,500 men was quartered in the 
Luftwaffe Kaserne two kilometers northwest of the town. Among the 
equipment were twenty German 88 mm AA guns. 

Also in late August, an Army corps occupied the restricted area 
Gardelegen - Hillersleben (Y51) - Uehtsoringe (Y64). Two separate 
informants state that armored units in this area arrived from Poland 
about 13 August. Their equipment included 200 to 250 T-34 1 s and 
approximately 500 Tiger tanks, the latter without mounted cannon.

Perleberg (T70) 

On 22 August, 180 aircraft and 340 men arrived at Perleberg airfield. 
On or about the same date, the 21st Tank Brigade arrived to replace 
another tank brigade, commanded by Colonel Rushyev, which was shifted 
to Isborsk, Latvia.
